.vime patent jimcrack arraiigeinent for 
which KiNti'f'Li; i Moiint.s or some 
other English firm hold a iiatent has 
been purposely introduced into the 
specifications for the purpose of pre- 
venting the competition of local manu- 
facturers, and that a majority of the 
government here acquiesce in the ar- 
rangement which is intende<l to de- 
prive ft valuable and growing industry, 
and through it the pi-ovince, of a 
.share of drydock expenditure. Prrt- 
viucial raochanics viiiwed with feeling.s 
of dismay the construction of pumping 
machinery in England at a cost of 
i$49,000 ; and tho organ yesterday 
forshadowed a Htill further de- 
parture fi'om the line of duty 
which tlie govornuicnt owes tlu^ peo- 
ple of this province when it slated that 
tho "government is bound to observe 
the conditions * * * in order to 
avoid incurring the ri.sk of forfeiting 
the subsidies promised by the r)oiuin 
ion and Imperial governments." Tho 
public will now understand how shallow 
was the promise made by tho organ last 
week to allow local makers to compete 
for the caisson. The admi.ssion of the 
organ yesterday is the straw that shows 
the way tho wind blows — and tljat that 
way is right into the pockets of favomd 
English manufacturers and out oi the 
pockets of the province. The jn-oniise 
to allow local artisans a chance to 
compete for the work was a delusion, 
put forth to throw the workingmen oil' 
their guard. It will deceive no one 
after yesterday's disgraceful admission. 
Unless business men and workingmen 
unite and bring pressure lo bear upon 
the government there will not be tho 
nlightest chance of a single dollar of 
the §60,000 being expended in the 
province. The game is made,. The 
fob already "put up.'' The caisson will 
go to England for construct ion unless 
early atop.i arc taken to prevent it. 
The present Dominion goveriiniont 
which sailed into power with ])rotec 
tion to home industry inscribed upon 
their flag, would not be a party lo any 
.such arrangement if the facts are put 
plainly before them; and thev, in turn, 
would soon make matters liglii wilh' 
the Imperial governmeul. Tlu fe v.ould 
then remain only tlie local govnrnnienl 
as a stumbling Idock, and the p.^oph; of 
the province will take care of them in 
May next. Every legitimate and con 
stitutional means ought to bo im 
laediately employed to stop this con 
.stant drain of wealth from the province 
through the hands of the local go\-erii 
raent, or it will l)e too late. 

There is another matter connected 
with this discussion to which we will 
refer now. The organ si .iteil yesterday 
that 

"It will be roinoniborcd V'/i.' f '<,/..), i'.-/ 
did not want llio dock biiili ai all, anil 
went 80 far as to advise the Uomiuinn 
jfoveifnmont not to pay over tho money 
for that purpose." 

The statement that this jourii.al did 
not want the dock built at all is piece 
and parcel with thousands of similar 
assertions that have from time to time 
disfigured the columns of the organ. 
Tlie Colonist urged the importance of 
the dock upon the notice of the Im- 
perial authorities long liefore the StUft- 
davd had an oxislelic'e and before the 
chief commissioner left Toi'onto lo 
settle in this jirovince. We have. never 
been opposed to the drydock; ,hut.-n'o 
plead guilty to the charge that we (3id 
advise the Dominion government iint 



lo pai/ over the stilmii/i/ to this govern- 
ment to manipulate.

The Indians frniii all around uei'tj at a 
putlatcli. .SoDH a.s tho whalo wa.-i socn 
blowing, all waH cxeitcincnt, antl 
canoes Htrongly manned went for hint in 
less time than it takes nie to tell it. Tlio 
whale would cotno up every live cv tun 
minutes and blow. The Inditins would 
go for liini every time he came up, and 
when lie wtMit down nil would lay cm lludr 
oar.s Tlio canoes .shot fairly thioii^;h ilic 
water, almost like an arnnv I'luiii thcbuw. 
'i'hey chased him about an hour arotmd 
the baj'. He tht-ii startcil out pa.sl ■l.ame.s 
iBland, but just a.s he wa.s guinj; around 
lie came up twice in Buccesaioa and .so 
nearly in the same place that the Indians 
were iiliiiiist on tn|i of Jiim; Vorkaladah 
threw his speai' and struck the wlialo 
fairly, tiiid scion iiflcT all ti\ o of ihc caiiocs 
had spears in hiiii. 'Pho water was fniick- 
ly red with blood. They wrestled with 
tho biy lish tM-o lioiii-s before, they con 
quereiT liim. Then came tho tug of war 
to tow him .ishoro, as he had worked 
three niilo.s away from the l)ay. Tlu-y 
went to work with all I he si ruii^th in 
them, and uuiledly rciid lalioriously 
Wroucht him nearer and ni arer us specta- 
tors on the beacli. Whru \uvv hundred 
yards di.stant the IciuliiiL; v;anoe camo 
ashore, brin^'iiif,' a line, u|j"Ii u liich all 
the sc(uaws, iiiiicpoiiscK and span" ir.iMi in 
c^ainp tciok licild". 'i'lu\v puUod with niit^lu 
and main, and it wa.s nut Iciii;; before the 
deild monarch of the wave was high up 
on tho beach. Ue proved to be 48 feet 
long, Iti foet aciMss the flakes .ind 18 foot 
across (ho back. fie looki^il to us all 
like a mountain, and evoiybody maile it a 
point to climb on ttip of him. We fried 
some of the meat and found it tender and 
good, and c|uit(' like elk. It would 
almost melt ill one's mouth. It was 
amusing to see the Indians cut him up. 
Thoy wallowed in tho meat and grease 
like pigs, and wnrkecl indcfal ii,'a"i)ly , cut- 
ling, carrying and trying it out. 'I'iiis is 
an espcrionce long to bo remembered.
